i.oo! ring at Toledo that hot July 4 afternoon in 1919, a brained and 


bleeding hulk following his three-round knockout at the hand* 
of Jack Dempsey, a man whom he had under-rated to the ex- 
tent of refusing even to properly train for. 


Few people blamed Wlilard. He was rated as a poor 


spender as ring champions go and the reports of his savings 
invested in acres and acres of the black farm soil in Kannaa, 
varied from $50,000 to $200,000. 
These reports were true, the 


amount actually being around $100,000. Yet today, eighteen 
months after he "retired," finds Willard signed up for another 
bout with Dempsey. There have been many reasons cited a* 
to why as there were for his defeat in Toledo. 
Arid all of them 


have been wrong. 


By a strange paradox of fate it was Wil lard's ability to 


hoard his ring winnings, which is sending him forth now at the 
age of forty-five in an effort to regain his title, or at leant put 
up a good enough battle to justify his being given the $30,000 
purse whcih will be his share from the Madison Square Garden 
scrap in March. For if a few weeks ago com, wheat and other 
farm prdoucts had not followed the prices of other products 
in a sweeping decline, there is little doubt that Willard would 
have lived up to his Toledo statement and the promise made 
his wife at that time that he was "through with the ring." But 
today Willard finds his ring earnings invested in several thou- 
sand acres of Kaw river bottom land east of here, for which 
he paid a fancy price and which today is worthy only two-thirds 
of what he paid. 
Worse, he has on his hands and is being com- 


pelled to sell thousands of bushels of wheat, corn and other 
farm products which cost him more to raise than they bring 
on a market glutted with foodstuffs. 


So Willard is going to fight again to make good his logaeR. 


He is far from bankrupt, but few men stand by and see half 
of their capital wiped out in a year and make no effort to re- 
gain it. 
It would take Willard years to recuperate his lone* 


by farming/ even on the large scale he has undertaken it. 
By a few weeks' training he again can face Dempsey, have a 
fair chance to regain his title, and even if he gets another 
trouncing will have $30,000 to sooth his bruises. 


And now you have the reason why Willard is going to 
fight again.

The final leport of the war-time 


fuel administration, one of the most 
active agencies of the 
government 


during and 
immediately following 


the war, has been made public and 
shows that the administration cost 
the federal government close to $5,- 
000,000, notwithstanding 
the 
fact 


that scores of men gave their serv- 
ices for $1 a year. To be exact, the 
cost of the enterprise was $4,824,- 
581, the report shows, the bulk of 
which was expended in salaries and 
traveling expenses. The fuel admin- 
istration building, lighting and heat 
and sundry costs of that sort are 
not included. The 
sum, 
however, 


covers certain expenditures on 
the 


part of state 
fuel 
administrators 


and their staffs. 


No figures are presented to show 


what the revival of the fuel admin- 
istration about a year ago cost the 
government, if anything. The figmes 
above cover only the period between 
Stptember, 1917, and June 30, 1919. 


Appropriations made for fuel con- 


trol totaled $5,813,818 and Lawrence
